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Mechanization of Accounting Procedures 


The Department's decision to cooperate with the Bureau of Public Roads 
in their concurrent audit procedure was acknowledged promptly by 

Mr. John A. Swanson, Regional Engineer with headquarters at Albany, 
and a tight schedule of conferences with the Bureau's experts was 
immediately instituted. It was necessary to examine every phase of 
the paper work involved in the handling of all Federal Aid projects; 
not only construction, but also preliminary engineering agreements, 
public utility rearrangements, right of way project agreements and 
authorization for advance purchases and the billing procedures to 
cover that part of the Highway Department's own engineering cost 


which is federally reimbursable. 


The entire organization of the Highway Department's auditing and 

accounting forces, together with Oyete relationship to the operating 
divisions, was laid bare in a series of flow charts and the complete 
package, made up into a bulky manual of procedures, was presented to 


the Bureau of Public Roads. Their speedy agreement is anticipated. 


At the same time, new systems were being put into effect to handle 
reporting of the construction funds on a routine basis. The first 
trial IBM machine run, showing the status of funds as of May 3lst was 
completed last week and tied into the Comptroller's general ledgers. 
An improved tabulating machine is due for delivery in about two months 
and should greatly expedite this report and at the same time permit 


it to be run off in a better fashion. 
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Fiscal Report 

The Comptroller's office reports that total expenditures of the Highway 
Department during the month of June, 1962, amounted to $14,279,688.51. 
During the month approximately 3,138 invoices covering these expend- 


itures were passed for payment. 


On the basis of claims processed last month the Department has received 
$500,000 as payment toward the money expended in alleviation of the 
damage to the New Jersey shore during the March storm disaster. The 


balance will be received from the Federal Government after audit. 


Foreign Engineers 


During the latter half of June, Mr. Adnan Aiti, future Chief Road 
Engineer of Syria, visited the Highway Department as the first of the 
United Nations Fellowship Students sponsored by the United States 
Department of Commerce and the Bureau of Public Roads. The following 
report from our Soils Bureau not only indicates how Mr. Aiti’s time 
with us was spent but also contains some pertinent comments on the 
over-all situation: 


"In order to fit in with Mr. Aiti's preferences, the majority 
of his time with this bureau was spent observing construction 
procedures in the field. This included following the entire 
length of F.A.I. Route 95 and F.A.I. Route 80 presently 
under construction from the George Washington Bridge with 
its lower level bridge deck, through the rock cut in the 
Palisades with its rock crusher, along the 12,000* length 
of the conveyor belt, over the sand-drained sections across 
the meadows and into the shale and sandstone cuts in 
Paterson. Observed was embankment building, compaction of 
Zone 3 material with sheepsfoot roller and 50 ton compactor, 
placing of Bridge Foundation Borrow Excavation and Porous 
Fill, 


Foreign Engineers (Cont'd. ) 


In the central district placing of subbase, subbase outlet 
drains, wet excavation and placing of Bituminous Stabilized 
Gravel Base Course was observed on Routes U. S. 1, Routes 18 
and 34, 


A da¥ was spent in discussion of the design of Flexible 
. pavements, which is the type Mr. Aiti expects to construct 
in Syria. 


Arrangements have been made with Mr. Reed for the continu- 
ation of Mr. Aitits visit to be centered in the laboratory 
where he would like to perform such tests as apply to 
bituminous products. 


A considerable part of the two weeks in which he was assigned 
to this bureau was taken up by a visit to his Chief in 

' New York City and by apartment hunting, automobile hunting 
and attending to other personal matters. 


Having foreign engineers with us to study our methods of 

road design and construction is not new to the Soils Bureau. 

During the last three or four years we have had with us 

men from the Phillipines, Thailand, India, Africa and 

Chile all sponsored by the Bureau of Public Roads. It 

has been our opinion that a great opportunity has been 

missed by the Federal Government, which is officially the 

host of these people, to create good will for the United 

States among other countries by failing to provide initially 

for their personal requirements and to follow up during 

the course of their stay with such social activities as 

will create a favorable impression of the American system. 

This has left an unpleasant taste in the mouths of several 

of the men with whom we have had contact. This is perhaps 

particularly true of the darker skinned and Spanish- 

speaking engineers who have not always felt free to live 
nor move about in desirable places." 


Mr. Aiti's sojourn with us was the 45th such visitation the Highway 


Department was enjoyed since May 24, 1955, 
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Essex East-West Freeway 
The somewhat complex financial negotiations between the New Jersey 
Highway Department and the New Jersey Highway Authority which make 
construction of the Essex East-West Freeway as a depressed route 
possible, were ctlminated with an announcement by the Governor on 
June 22nd that a $40 million bond issue had been floated. A copy 
of the Governor's announcement is attached to this report. Because 
of ve long history of this project and its great importance 5 the 
State, the following resume is presented: 
The Essex East-West Freeway, Interstate Route 280, was a 
dream of the residents and businesses of that area for 
many years, but lack of funds always prevented construction. 
Funds became available when the Highway Department, after 
months of negotiation, persuaded the U. S. Bureau of Public 
Roads to put this route on the Interstate System. However, 
an immediate controversy arose over whether it should be 
depressed or elevated from Newark to Livingston. It was 
estimated that a depressed route would cost an additional 
$14 million and the Bureau of Public Roads was unwilling to 
participate in this added cost. The Highway Commissioner 
developed a plan by which the New Jersey Highway Authority, 
operators of the Garden State Parkway, would finance this 
added cost in addition to the $11 or $12 million cost of an 
interchange with the Parkway in return for the right to impose 
tolls in Essex County and have the remaining funds for service 


roads and some rearrangement of toll facilities.

After weeks of effort, legislation was finally adopted 
approving the plan on the basis that the Freeway would go 

under the Parkway only if studies proved this was a sound 
engineering design. The bill was signed in May 1961, and 
the Department promptly undertook the necessary studies. 
These were completed in November and it was announced that 


the Freeway would go under the Parkway. 


At the same time alignment of the route from the Livingston- 
West Orange line to its western terminus in Parsippany-Troy 
Hills was under study and a public hearing on this segment 


was conducted in November. 
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‘Meatiwlit te, agreement has been reached with the Bureau of 
Public Roads on purchase of right-of-way in several locations 
from Newark to West Orange and properties are being acquired 


steadily.

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Passaic Grade Crossing Elimination Project 


The Governor was finally able to announce on June 29th agreement 
between the New Jersey Highway Department, the Erie-Lackawanna Railroad 
and the New Jersey Public Utilities Commission regarding removal of the 
Railroad's tracks from the center of Passaic and alignment of the 


Route 21 Freeway through the city in the same general area. 


At a meeting in the State House in Trenton with officials of Passaic, 
Paterson, the Public Utilities Commission, and the State Highway 
Department, the Governor released a PUC decision allocating $1,200,000 


for work on the railroad grade elimination project during 1962-63. 


At present, the main line of the Erie-Lackawanna Railroad runs through 
Passaic pataliel to the City’s main street and at the same level. Asa 
result, many grade crossings exist creating congestion and hazardous 
driving conditions. The PUG decision approved a plan worked out by the 
Erie-Lackawanna and the Highway Department's Division of Railroad 
Transportation to re-route the main line passenger and freight services 
over the Railroad’s Boonton line using the Newark branch from Paterson 
Station which will be reconstructed as a connection. Full cooperation 
existed between the PUC and the Highway Department throughout negotiati 


with the Railroad. 


This will allow the main line tracks to be completely removed from 
Monroe Street in Passaic to and including the bridge over the Passaic 
River. Work on the Newark branch will include construction of two 


bridges to carry the Railroad over Main Street and Getty Avenue in 


Paterson. 
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The total Keer of the railroad grade elimination project is estimated 
Ke $1,800,000 and the State's maximum je under existing laws would 
be 85 per cent or $1,530,000. The PUC decision provides for the work 
to be done on a schedule which will limit the State's obligation during

Trenton, July 10, State Highway Commissioner Dwight Re G. Palmer today announced 
another Route 22 bottleneck will be eliminated during the next few weeks as 
work stages are completed well ahead of schedule on widening the Liberty Avenue 


Viaduct in Hillside, Union County. 


Commissioner Palmer said eastbound traffic was able to use the full width of 
its side of the bridge Monday, riding on a new bituminous concrete foundation. 
Tomorrow, Wednesday, should see the final bituminous concrete surface paving 


operations completed if good weather holds. 


Within two weeks, the Commissioner added, repairs to the bridge deck joints 
should be finished and all men and equipment will then be moved off the structure, 
He said that joint repairs will close only one traffic lane at a time, which 


will leave five lanes open for traffic. 


The work has eliminated a traffic bottleneck which resulted from squeezing 
Six lanes of Route 22 traffic into four lanes on the former narrow viaduct. 
The overpass was built in 1932 to carry Route 22 over Liberty Avenue and a 


branch of the Lehigh Valley Railroad. 


The widening extends from Bloy Avenue easterly to a point 900 feet past the 
viaduct. The additional roadway width provides two more traffic lanes on the 
viaduct, and the extra width needed to widen the six narrow highway lanes 


leading to it. 


A section of reinforced concrete deck 28 feet wide was added to the north side 


of the viaduct's 50! wide (l-lane) deck.
